Relaxation up to 5% in the qualifying marks shall be allowed to the candidates belonging to reserved categories, 
suchasSC/ST/OBC/PH. 

(IV) For para 5 of the Principal Notification, the following shall be substituted, namely:^— 

5. (a) Tbacher appointed after the date of this notification in certain cases:—^Where an appropriate Government 
or lobal authority or a school has issued an advertisement to initiate the process of appointment of teachers prior to the date 
of thIsNotification, such appointments may be made in accordance with the NCTE (Determination of Minimum Qualifications 
for Recruitment of Teachers in Schools) Regulations, 2001 (as amended from time to time). 

(b) The minimum qualification norms referred to in tiiis .Notification apply to teachers of Languages, Social 
Studies, Mathematics, Science, etc. In respect of teachers for Physical Education, the minimum qualification norms for 
Phyiical Education teachers referred to in NCTE Regulation dated 3rd November, 2001 (as amended from time to time) shall 
be applicable. For teachers of Art Education, Craft Education, Home Science, Work Education, etc. the existing eligibility 
norms prescribed by the State Governments and other school managements shall be applicable till such time the NCTE lays 
down the minimum qualifications in respect of such teachers.
